In regard to claim 1, none of the references alone or combine discloses the value 
setting means setting the first offset value at an optimum offset value obtained in the 
previous optimum offset value calculation processing, and setting the second and third 
offset values respectively at second and third offset values set in a previous optimum 
offset value calculation processing.
